MRIBUTE TO WASHINGTON 
A PLEDGE OF VICTORY. 


French and British C ommission Pay 
Homage to Great American. 


T. VERNON (Va.) April 29.— 
M ‘The flags of Great Britain, 
France and the United States 
floated proudly together today over 
the tomb of George Washington. 
Beneath them spokesmen of the 
three great democracies paid hom- 
age to America’s soldier and states- 
man and pledged themselves, each 
to the other in the name ot the 
dead, to prosecute the present 
mighty struggle against autocracy 
on the lines he himself had followed 
in bringing America into being. 

‘Nature was in her most bounteous 
garb. The evergreen, eternal senti- 
nels before the tomb, stood out 
boldly in the new life just blossom- 
ing.

SUBMARINE SUCCESSES 
S8 IIR ENEMY NATIONS. 


Germans Told thet Canipal gh is Showing 


in Reduction of Tonnage—England is Clamoring for 
More Light on True Situation — Navy Put on Defen- 


sive by Losses of Tonnage. 
MSTERDAM. (via London) 
April 29.—In the first two 


months of unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare, more than 1,600,- 
000 tons of shipping was sunk by 
the Germans, Dr. Karl Helfferich. 
German Secretary of the Interior, 
told the Reichstag Main Committee 
yesterday. Asserting that the sub- 
marine campaign was proving 4 
great success, he continued: 

“The first month's results ex- 
celled the best previous results by 
25 per cent. The second month's by 
50 per cent. Exact figures cannot 
be given, but in the first two months, 
the freight tonnage sunk exceeded 
1,600,000, of which more than 
1,000,000 was British. 

“Perception of economic condi- 
tions in England is difficult, as the 
British government, sin@e the be- 
ginning of unrestricted submarine 
warfare has decided on far-reaching 
statistical concealment. England 
could no longer afford the publicity 
of the earlier period of the war. 
“From our figures one may esti- 
mate the total tonnage still avail- 
able for British trade at 7,000,000 
to 10,000,000. It is clear the British 
merchant fleet cannot long bear 
sinkings at the present rate. Ade- 
quate substitutions by new construc- 
tion are impossible.” 

“The British attempt to employ on 
a great scale neutral tonnage will 
fail, as it is in the interest of the 
neutrals to preserve their fleets for 
peace. Supposing that England was 
deprived of about half of the neu- 
tral ship traffic by the beginning of 
the unrestricted submarine war- 
fare, we arrive at the result that 
arrivals at and sailings from Eng- 
lish ports as regards tonnage must 
have diminished in the first months 
of the U-boat war by one-quarter to 
one-third. The figures of the traffic 
since the beginning of the U-boat war 
represent 40 per cent. less than the 
average sailings and arrivals at Eng- 
lish ports in times of peace. This 
effect is progressively increasing.

FRANCE’S WAR DICTATOR.

Though at any moment death may 
ewoop out of the skies, claiming 4s 
its victims soldier and civilian alike, 
there is money to be earned by those

Dotted all over the country and 
clustering closely together in the 
towng and villages, are numerous 
cafes which sell the light Fiemish 
beer and French wines in addition to 
supplying food and other forms of 
refreshment.

Chicago Unionites Welk Out, 
Army may Walk In.

CHICAGO, April 29.—The strike 
of master bakers in Chicago, which 
was called yesterday in fifteen of 
the largest bakeries has assumed 
serious Proportions in the opinion 
today of city officials.

Jesus, whom they are claiming to 
imitate, become not only a soldier 
but a general; and this he did not 
only in the beginning but also at 
the close of his short ministry; and, 
perhaps, many times not recorded 
hetween, for the evil which carries a 
sword will not. permanently desist 
its encroa*hments until it is made 
to perish by a weapon in the hands 


of those who are custodians and de- 


fenders of righteousness and peace. 

“The Great God is not a pacifist. 
The inexorable laws of nature kill 
and destroy those who are disobedi- 
ent to them. 

Today the temple of the world is 
being desecrated by a mad mill 
tarism. It has waged war against 
half of the human race. It is crazy: 
it is running amuck. It must be 
driven out. Christ once more har 
placed a whip in the hands of his 
followers. As Napoleonism was 
driven out so must Hohenzollernism 
be driven out. As Napoleon went 
out so must defiant Kaiser go out. 
The shadow will not go back on the 


eun-dial. Absolutism is goitng—it 
must be made to go. This is the 
hour for democracy—the people 


must come—will come into their in- 
heritance. In such à crisis to be a 
pacifist—to be on the fence—ig a 
crime; not to stand with Christ with 


a scourge in our hand is not Chris- 
tian.”

It was unrestricted submarine war- 
fare, aimed at neutral and enemy alike and 
involving the slaughter of innocent non- 
combatants, that dragged us into war with

We cannot do this by sending untrained 
men to help break the Hindenburg line in 
France. Our shipping board has already 
Started on a practical plan to make our 
Strength felt by the foe. We are getting 
ready a fleet of wooden ships to defy the 
starvation and destruction efforts of the 
German U-boats. 

This move deserves our prime attention 
to convince the Prussian nistry that 
when we said we would not stand for un- 

submarine warfare we intended 
to make that declaration stick. Five 
months will see the first of our new wooden 
fleet crossing the Atlantic, carrying supplies 


more will be built if necessary. Speed of 
construction is the point chiefly considered. 
They can be turned out, once the parts are 
standardized, as quickly as Germany can 
equip new submarines. 

By thus maneuvering against the subma- 
rine blackade we can strike the most direct 
blow at Prussian militarism. The govern- 
ment has assured the German people that

When we get our new fleet of wooden 
ships in action we can eliminate this last 
hore of Prussianism. Its failure will be 
the last straw to break the camel's back 
of the long-suffering German people. More 
over, at the same time we are building a 
fieet of freight-carrying ocean vessels that

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, California Legislature, whose one redeem- 
ing act is that it has finally consented to 


adjourn sine die. Hardly one of the thou- 
sand-odd laws passed can be truthfully re- 
ferred to as constructive legislation. It has 
increased the expense of State government 
more than $7,000,000 for the next two years, 
but has added nothing to the earning 
power of those who must foot the bills for 
this increase. At the end of the two-year 
period the tax-eaters will have received 
$7,000,000 more and the taxpayers will have 
$7,000,000 less. Its crowning fault was an 
abject surrender to the labor wnhions in 
passing the notorious Flaherty anti-injunc- 
tion, pro-picketing bill. 

Gov. Stephens pledged his administration 
in his first annual message to a policy of 
rigid economy; that pledge has been kept 
by the passage of general and special ap- 
propriation bills which provide for a greater 
increase in the cost of State government, 
both in millions and in per cent., than those 
passed by any former Legislature. In its 
initial report to the Legislative Finance 
Committee the Board of Control recom- 
mended that all applications for increases 
in salaries should be refused, But the bills 


‘finally passed increase more salaries than 


those passed by any other California Legis- 
lature in ten years, and every one of those 
increases was approved by the Board of 
Control. 
Here are a few instances of the way in 
which “rigid economy” was practiced. A 
request came from the Board of Supervisors 
and the trustees of the State Normal Schoo! 
of San Francisco for an appropriation of 
$130,000 for a new normal school in that 
city; the Legislature compromised by ap- 
propriating $450,000 for that purpose. Some 
of the members of the San Francisco ele- 
gation were objecting to the site selected. 
They were simply bought off with State 


State roads; these were all turned down: 
but an appropriation of $260,000 was made 
for an experiment in land colonization pro- 
posed by a Socialist colony in Berkeley.

increased from $4000 to $6000 because a

More people will probably be affected in- 
juriously by the anti-injinction, pro-picket- 
ing bill, if it finally becomes a law, than by 
any other single measure passed during the 
late session.

BREAD PRICE BURDEN. 

Before the war a housewife could buy 
for 15 cents two loaves weighing anything 
from twenty-two ounces to twenty-seven 

; now she has to pay 15 cents 
tor one loaf which tips the scales at twen- 
ty-four ounces. She hopes the aviation in 
price will end there, and, for the sake of 
the great principle at stake, she is willing 
to grin and bear the trials which high 
prices bring. It is not too much to say, 
however, that the announcement made by 
the bakers of Los Angeles that hereafter 
all twenty-four-ounce loaves will be 15 cents 
is viewed by her with something akin to 
dismay. It has been hard enough to bear 
the increased prices of all other foodstuffs, 
but this advance in the cost of the “staff 
of life” is such a big jump—a 50 per cent. 


increase at one swoop—that it cannot but 
mean less bread for many families. 


One thing is certain, the Los Angeles 
people will have to see to it that there is 
less waste of bread during the war. It has 
been figured out by a statistician that 
there is an average waste of two and 2 half 
loaves of bread a year for each man, woman 
and child in this country. Pres‘dent 
McDonald of the Master Bakers’ Ascsocia- 
tion, speaking in New York recently, said 
this means 250,000,000 joa ves annua!ly. with 
a real value of $12,500,000. He, however, 
was speaking of 5-cent loaves. With the 
price put up, in apcordance with the an- 
nouncement of the Los Angeles bakers, the 
waste means many millions more. 


It is certain that Los Angeles people

ens. They must use up crusts which they 
used to throw away and they must teach 
their children not to be wasteful in the 
use of bread. In this war we al] have to 
shoulder our burdens, and this one of high 
prices is not the least of the things that 
bow a man’s back. But any sacrifice can 
be endured if the curse of Prussian mili- 
tarism is removed from the world. 


A WAR TO SAVE CIVITAZATION. 

The causes assigned by the nations of 
Europe nearly three years ago for the war 
upon which they entered did not concern 
us, and our neutrality was a duty. But that 
war has been so conducted by the German 
government as to widen the issues, and 
call for our entrance into the conflict on 
broader grounds than the specific ones as- 
signed by President Wilson. 

Congressman Watson of Virginia in a re 
cent speech said: 

“The very temple of civilization itself 
so slowly and painfully wrought by men 
struggling upward through the ages—seems 
threatened in the blind rage of the Prus- 
sian giant. What principle of public law, 
public liberty, or public morals has not 


waged? Truth among men is the founda- 
tion on which the personal intercourse and 
business of society rests; and good faith 
among nations is the only tie by which 
the peace of the world has been made pos- 
sible. Yet Germany signalized its entry 
in this conflict by the deliberate violation 
of ity own treaty securing Belgium—a feeble 
but ‘friendly state—against invasion; and 
when remonstrated with characterized her 
own solemn obligations as ‘only a scrap of 


; peper.’ ” 


Hitherto in every civilized age respect has 


ficial to mankind at large. Attila, the 
scourge of God,” in time of invasion saved 
the library of the Athenians from the van- 
of his followers; Rome was sacked 
times by the fierce barbarian of the 


Napoleon, called in his day “the robber of 
Europe,” who, as conqueror, visited every 
capital and carried away. treasures to en- 
rich his own land, never stooped to destroy 
the monuments of human taste and skill. 
Contrast with these the modern invader of 
Belgium and France. Where are the 
trophies of Liege, Louvain and Rheims? 
Priceless monuments of antiquity are fed 
as targets to the cannon, and cathedrals 
are crumbled into dust. 

In better days both Moslem and Christian 
were accustomed to spare the civil popula- 
tion the penalties of battle, but now we see 
large areas laid waste as the desert—food, 
raiment and shelter swept away—and men, 
women and children dragged from home 
into foreign exile. 

Until the present contest no principle of 
public law was more securely established 
than that war should be confined to the 
armed forces of the enemy. Under the 
benign influ of this principle the 
calamities of war were spared to woman 
from respect for her sex, to old age and 
childhood beciiuse of its helpless condition, 
and to noncombatants because it was not 
kind or brave to strike one who could not 
return the blow. The principle is as old 
as civilization and was the practice of 
Greeks and Romans long before the Son of 
Man delivered the Sermon on the Mount. 
Chivalry, a pagan institution, founded not 
upon the sanctions of a future life du“ the 
simple instincts of courage and courtesy, 
held its shield over the noncombatant of the 
Middle Ages. Neither the scimitar of 
Saladin nor the broad sword of Richard 
was ever wielded against an unarmed foe. 

“The wild savage of the American forest,” 
~said Mr. Watson, “gave the war whoop be- 
fore he pitched his tomahawk; the fierce 
reptile of nature, the rattlesnake,, sounds 
the alarm ere it strikes its victim, but the 
German submarine, lurking in the hollows 
of the deep, without warning castr its 
human prey to the mercy of the pitiless 
waves. Nor will necessity alter the case. 


No necessity ever justified murder, no 


policy of state can condone cruelty, no am- 
bition of man can atone for inhumanity to 


The Times refuses to believe that the 
brutal savagery of the Hohenzollern repre- 
sents the wishes or the instincts of the Ger- 
The dynasty that unhappily 
for the world rules at Berlin must be driven 
from power and outlawed from civilization. 
Whatever other terms of peace may be 
proposed or accepted, one inexorable condi- 
tion must be the reconstruction of the Ger- 
man government and the expulsion of Wil- 
helm from power.

If any nation, any individual 
or any element of nature has peace in one 
direction it only means that the fight has 
been shifted to another point or another 
plane. India and China have long been 
peaceable and peaceful countries, but their 
fight against materialism, militarism and 
the spirit of progress has been ,waged 
from within with all the potent strength of 
the representative peoples of those coun- 
tries. The acorn that bursts through the 
sod to become the mighty oak has to fight 
every step of its skyward way, opposing 
with all its silent strength every onslaught 
of the sun god and the storm kine’s 
wrath. The man who insists upon living 
at peace with all his fellow-beings may be 
compelled to forfeit his rights to much 
that is worth while, may have to submit 
to insult and indignity—and even submis- 
sion may be a form of fighting. The great- 
est, strongest fighter that ever came to 
earth declared that He came not to bring 
peace, but a sword, and the fire that He 
kindled in the hearts of man has spread 
until it has ‘reached a conflagration that 
threatens in time to vanquish all the hordes 
There is no escape from the 
fight, no discharge in the war. Hence the 
world’s disrespect for the coward, who, in 
refusing to squarely face whatever issue

O SOUTH and Central Ameri- 
can republics—such as Brazil, 
Cuba, Costa Rica, Panama, Bo- 
livia and the Argentine—which have 
indorsed the stand taken by the 

United States in the world war, the 

German peril is a very real thing. 
Proved as has been Brazil's sin- 

cere friendship for this country, it 

was not sentiment alone which led 
it to break off relations with Ger- 
many and seize the German ships 
interned in Brazilian ports. Brasil 
is a great and sovereign nation, with 


any Anglo-Saxon country. To the 


Brazilian spirit the sinking of a sin- 


gle Brazilian ship was ample war- 
rant for war. But there exists a do- 
mestic condition which, for years, 
has acted like a goad upon native 


Brazilians. The three southern 
states of the republic—Parana, San- 


ta Catharina and Rio Grande do Sul 


—contain at least 500,000 Germans, 
nearly all German born, whose emi- 
gration to Brazil was encouraged 
through German government bu- 


reaus. 
Those expatriated Germans of 


Brazil are radically different, in 
their relation to the adoptive coun- 


try, from the Germans in the United 
States. Here the mass of our citt- 
zens whom we class as of German 
extraction are very largely the de- 
scendants of those freedom-seeking 


‘Germans who came to the United 


States before and immediately after 
the revolution of 1848—men whose 
aspirations could be satisfied only 
in this land of liberty and identified 
with us in spirit even prior to their 
physical advent. In Brazil all the 
German immigration dates after the 
Franco-Prussian war and is com- 
posed of men who left their homes 
as purely German adventurers, with- 
out any real renunciation of the 
home ties. They settled in a region 
of Brazil which was then entirely un- 
developed, with the result that in 
Parana, Santa Catharina and Rio 
Grande do Sul a veritable Tittle 
Germany has been founded, with its 
Schuetzenvereins boasting of affilia- 
tion with Nuremburg and other Ger- 
man Schuetzenvereins; enjoying the 
benevolent watchfulness of the Ger- 
man Colonial Office; and at the same 
time exercising a strong Influence in 


Bragil’s boundary has not limited 
their activities. They have spread 
steadily westward into Paraguay 
and portions of Argentina. In Par- 
aguay German financial and trade 
influences are almost dominant. 

Brazil has long recognized the 
truth of history, that no great nation 
ean exist indefinitely on the basis of 
imperium in imperio; either its 600,- 
000 German settlers must be ab- 
sorbed—completely absorbed — into 
the body politic, or they must be cut 
off from any expectation of military 
support by Germany. Every addi- 
tional year of the risky condition 
increased the danger to Brasil at- 
taching to the presence of that pow- 
erful body of aliens; Brasil has de 
cided to end its political anomaly 


now. 
In Southern Chile there exists a 
center of German influence, much 
less extensive than that in Brasil, 
yet too strong to be ignored as a 
factor possibly productive of trcuble 
in the future. 
None of the western republics 
forgotten the recent German 
aces to the sovereignty of Haiti and 
Santo Domingo, where, before the 
outbreak of the war, German seizure 
of both countries was openly threat- 


ened. 

The attitude of the President of 
the United States, that there is not 
room in the world for Prussian mil- 
itary autocracy and free republican 


‘institutions, found in Latin America 


a response whole-hearted in propor- 
tion to the value set in every repub- 
lic on its free institutions. Many of 


But the fact 
is that when it came to the show- 
don the better part of Latin Amer- 
ica knew perfectly which govern- 


ment was its friend.

As Late Senator Reserved the 
Income from Preferred Shares 
in Investment Company for His 
Own Use Court Holds Stock is 
Subject to State Payment.

VENTURA, April large 
sum in inheritance taxes is to 
be paid to the State by the es- 
tate of the late Thomas R. Bard, 
was the decision of the court here 
yesterday made by Judge Merle J. 
Rogers. The contest raised a new 
and novel question. 

Senator Bard died in March, 1915. 
Four years prior to his death, he 


caused a corporation, the Berylwooa 
Investment Company, to be formed, 
to which ne transferred all his Hop- 
erty. The stock of the corporation 
was divided into 2450 shares of com- 
ton and 2450 shares of preferred, 
The preferred shares were to receive 
a dividend of 1 per cent. per month 
cn the par value of $245,000 cumu- 
tative dividends. All the stock was 
transferred at the time of the organi- 
vation to Mrs. Bard and children. 
Senator Bard, however, reserved the 
right to receive, during his lifetime, 
the dividends on t preferred 
shares, 

The estate was appraised at ap- 
rroximately $160,000 not including 
the BeryIwood Investment Company. 
The report of the inheritance tax 
appraiser showed that this 


than $1,250,250 tut the appraiser 
decided that tc transfer bad not 
been made in contemplation of death 
end therefore no .nheritance tax Was 
due the State. 

Judge Rogers holds in his opinion 
that the transfer made by Senator 
Bard to his family was not made 
in contemplation of death within
